BASIC RELOADING GUIDE 
(Part 1) 


Our Editor, Ritchie Moorhead, and | 
had a talk about all those potential 
benchrest competitors who really want 
to get a rifle and reloading equipment 
together and start taking part in 
benchrest matches. The major hold-up 
may be the initial cost. When we start 
adding up the totals for the rifle, and all 
the additional items, it turns into quite a 
ball of wax. 

The handloader or marksman who 
gets the benchrest fever finds himself 
somewhat hung up on,all the fancy 
reloading tools and equipment found in 
use at registered matches. | have run 
into this among folks who are about to 
make the big jump and have a rifle put 
together. Very often they give the reload- 
ing equipment almost as much attention

as they do the rifle because they are 
convinced that without the custom hand 
dies, bullet spinners, cartridge spinners 
and other fancy stuff they haven’t the 
ability to do very well. This simply is not 
so! 

The vast majority of these people are 
handloaders and have a good selection 
of what we might call conventional 
reloading tools and dies. They have at 
least 90% of the equipment on hand to 
get the job done. The reloading press 
can be used on the range by being held 
down on a reloading bench with a ‘‘C”’ 
clamp. They have dies. If a set of dies 
has a full length resizing die the seating 
die can be used and a neck sizing die 
can be had from RCBS, Redding, 
Bonanza or Lyman. These dies will do 
the job required. 

Then we have the other fancy tools 
that we talk about in these pages. They

are nice to have to check the compo- 
nents and finished reloads. All have their 
place in due time. The really important 
thing is to get the ammo reloaded and 
get to the bench. At the bench is the only 
place where the competitor can become 
a top performer. It may come as a 
surprise to some but a number of our 
very best competitors break the seal ona 
box of bullets, open it and load them 
without any checks whatsoever. | have 
never seen P.J. Hart check bullet one. If 
you can beat him you are not doing very 
much wrong during reloading or shoot- 
ing. 

The only shortcoming of a reloading 
press, in my view, is the priming method 
used by most. The so called universal 
priming arm used in the presses will get 
the primer seated. The problem is that 
the press has been designed to full 
length resize cases with great ease, 
regardless of size, with the very 
minimum of operating handle pressure. 
This advantage results in too much pres- 
sure being applied on the primer punch 
when done in the press. You simply can’t 
feel the primer bottom out until a bit 
more pressure than is desireable has 
been applied. 

A simple and most satisfactory way to 
correct this situation is to drop by your 
dealer and pick up a Lee priming tool for 
a few bucks. This primer tool is hand 
operated and very widely used by 
benchrest competitors (see P.S., Sept. 
‘77, “A Primer Seating Survey’). If a 
Lyman 310 hand tool is on hand, the 
priming die can be installed and it will 
also do a perfect job. With just a little at- 
tention during the priming operation of 
reloading the primer can be felt bottom- 
ing out with perfect results. 

The Lyman 310 tool and die set can be 
used for benchrest reloading and, 
although a little slower than custom 
dies, will turn out a perfect reload. 

Another tool set that has everything 
needed is the Target Model Reloading 
Kit made by Lee for about thirty bucks. It 
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even includes a neck reamer that does a 
good job. | know of one benchrest com- 
petitor who has never used anything 
else and gets nice little groups. 

The tools listed above are made for all 
standard cartridges. It’s interesting to 
note that Paul Kempfer has modified the 
310 Lyman tool for his own use and it 
works perfectly. 

When planning a rifle, and reloading 
tools, with the price of this kind is con- 
sidered, one often gets to thinking about 
taking a few shortcuts in the rifle to save 
enough money for some of the fancy ac- 
cessories. 

Perhaps it looks like enough can be 
saved for some items by buying a barrel, 
for example, that costs less than the cur- 
rent one hundred dollars or so for a top 
quality tube. Don’t do it. 

The reason that the match custom bar- 
rel costs what it does is that the barrel 
maker has to really bust his chops to 
turn out the quality we are blessed with 
today. 

He can make them cheaper with some 
shortcuts, but you wouldn’t buy many 
barrels from him. The same can be said 
for scopes. What you see is what you 
get! Don’t plan on shortcuts in the rifle. 
Get the very best you can find. 

Another situation often comes up. 
Your local gunsmith who has done a fine 
job on rifles for you may offer to put your 
benchrest rifle together for somewhat 
less money than the gents who are cur- 
rently doing benchrest work. Unless 
your local boy is right up to date on ac- 
tions, barrels, stocks, bedding methods 
and procedures currently necessary for 
top performance you might end up with 
something other than what you had in 
mind. 

This is not intended as a dig at 
gunsmiths. I’m saying that this kind of ri- 
fle is very specialized and different for 
the gunsmith who is not daily involved 
with this equipment. 

For example: If he kicks you through 
the door without first opening it at any 
mention of fiberglass stocks or sleeved 
actions he simply isn’t up with what’s 
going on in the game. The gent can puta 
hunting rifle together that has no 
shortcomings and is perfect. He’s worth 
his weight in gold because of his day-to- 
day trade. The same can be said for a 
number of other forms of rifles and 
handguns that are required for other 
forms of shooting competition. 

Those of us who write in these pages 
receive requests by mail or phone ask- 
ing who they should contact to have a ri- 
fle built. We will give the name and ad- 
dresses of men we know build benchrest 
rifles that are capable and have pro- 
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duced winning equipment. You make 
contact and work the rifle and terms out 
with them. Make sure you understand 
what it will cost, when you pay what and 
how long a wait you may have. 

When your rifle is complete pay your 
bill. We have lost several good 
gunsmiths because competitors have 
been slow to pay up, which hurts every- 
one else. | can say it no other way: if you 
can’t stand the heat — get away from the 
fire. | know not one single rich, well-to- 
do, gunsmith.

No mail reached my desk to answer 
this month so | thought | might bend 
your ears with my two cents in regard to 
all the lip service being given to “‘short 
stubby cases’’. 

: Ever since the introduction of the 

_ PPC case by Dr. Palmisano and Ferris 
Pindell I’ve been hearing negative out- 
crys regarding the bastard and/or odd 
ball head size, the weakness of the semi- 
balloon case and the difficulty in obtain- 
ing brass. 

Now | am hearing and reading about 
how it isn’t anything new and that it’s all 
been tried before ‘‘blah’’, ‘‘blah’’, 
“blah”. 

For some reason thére always are 
several people around who insist in 
“bad mouthing’ something they know 
little about. 

Quite honestly | was somewhat skepti- 
cal, in the beginning, but went ahead 
and built two rifles in the 6mm version. 

After my wife and | shot these rifles in 
several matches my skepticism 
vanished. 

I’ve had the good fortune to know Fer- 
ris and Dr. Palmisano for some time now 
and during this period | don’t recall that 
either gentleman referred to the PPC as 
a ‘‘new”’ design, or theory, in cartridge 
shapes. I’ve heard no claims, by these 
men, that they were geniuses who in- 
vented something new. 

Dr. Palmisano will tell you that he

studied and worked with many pre- 
designed cases before the final version 
of the PPC. 

They aren’t claiming to have all the 
answers, their only claim is that through 
the combination of the short powder col- 
umn, small primer and small flashhole, 
they have one hell of a consistently ac- 
curate cartridge. 

No big deal! just simply that! 

Anyone who will dispute that is just 
plain ‘‘working with some loose 
shingles”. 

The PPC has been damned for having 
another standard head size. 

Who’s to say what’s standard? 

The -06 head size hasn’t always been 
a standard! | would imagine Remington 
raised a few eyebrows when they pro- 
duced the 222. 

If Remington would have listened to 
all the negative comments regarding the 
222, | expect we would still be forming 
cases from 30-30 brass for our .219 
Wasps. 

The PPC brass will work well in a large 
size Remington bolt with a $2.00 altera- 
tion so the cost of a bolt alteration can’t 
legitimately be used as a black mark 
against the PPC. 

The next objection, to the weakness of 
the semi ballon, is totally unfounded. 

I’ve seen PPC cases, which were acci- 
dently fed large overdoses of No. 7 
‘Rocket Fuel’’, come out of the chamber 
looking like a belted mag. case but there 
was no rupture or blown primer pockets. 
Not even primer leakage. 

Such proportional overloads in a 222 
Mag. case would have resulted in rup- 
tures, primer pockets large enough for 
two primers, and that strange empty look 
on the shooter’s face as he watches the 
smoke curl out around the bolt shroud. 


Now | can hear someone saying: 
“Well, these short cases formed from 
308 size brass have a stronger head than 
either’. Hey! No doubt about that! The 
larger the diameter they are the stronger 
they must be. When you start shoving 


back cases to make them shorter you 
end up making case necks out of heavy 
case walls, a feature which leaves a lot 
to be desired. 

Now the fact is there are some 
shooters (?) who could ‘‘do the number”’ 
on any case there is. If you are afraid of a 
blow up you aren’t paying attention to 
your “‘business’’. 

Availability of brass, and cost, is the 
next ‘‘beef” | hear. Sure there were prob- 
lems in availability at first but that has 
long passed. As | recall, it hasn’t been 
too long ago that we couldn’t get 222 
Mag. brass. 

Price a drawback? | can’t really 
believe that a man who spends $600.00 
for a rifle and accessories will let ap- 
proximately 10 cents extra a round stand 
in his way. Expecially when the quality is 
as good as this. 

The way some shooters sort through 
their brass | expect the PPC would be 
less expensive in the long run. 

Again | hear someone saying, ‘“‘Well! If 
you used a case made from 308 brass 
there would never be a concern in get- 
ting brass’. Right again, if you want to 
lay out $60.00 to $70.00 bucks (or more) 
for forming dies, form, trim, ream and 
hope the cases fireform out before the 
necks split. Put a pencil to that and see 
what your brass costs you. 

I’m sure this must sound like a com- 
mercial for the PPC but it isn’t meant to 
be. 

However, when a man like Dr. 
Palmisano spends hours on research 
and development and a good deal of 
money having various shoulder angles, 
capacities, etc., checked out, compared 
and computed, | doubt that the PPC 
cartridges could honestly be considered 
“just another wildcat’. 

Every general gun magazine you pick 
up seems to have an article about some 
“new” wildcat that some gun “‘buff’ has 
“designed” by making drawings and 
some even go as far as doing some

Great shooters like Culver, 
Pullen, Gottschall, Gordon, Pritt and 
Knestrick were there. | came to Staun- 
ton a little later just to eat at the

Ferris and Dr. Palmisano didn’t go 
through all the expense and time so that 
they might be acclaimed as something 
special, they wanted nothing more than 
something better. 

They do not deserve all the negative 
criticism that is being received. 

After all, they didn’t need to offer it to 
the rest of us to use. 

I’m afraid that the real fact is that there 
are too many people who carry some 
sort of prejudiced fear of anything 
different. Something that wasn’t con- 
ceived by a major manufacturer. 

| wonder if these people have ac- 
cepted such things as hand dies, 
fiberglass stocks and neck turning? 

To these people | say: ‘‘Get off their 
backs” and stop knocking something 
you haven’t even given a try.

Buckhorn, never as a great shooter. 
The Staunton Club put on an excellent 
shoot last April (1978) but alas the 
Buckhorn Lodge was no longer in 
operation. 

Bausch and Lomb came out with a hot 
new 40mm spotting scope for near

more brilliant for big bore and possibly 
also applicable to bench rest, the ad 
failed to cite its power! Dust caps were 
included — items not found today ona 
number of over $200 rifle scopes. 
The East End Blue Rock and Sports- 
men’s Club of Lewistown, Pa. started 
to push its annual bench rest shoot. 
Located about five miles east of 
Milroy, Pa. and nestled on the north 
side of a beautiful slope in the hills, its

The late Paul Aurand and ‘Dutch’ 
Aumiller sparked this wonderful place. 
Unertl advertised his 2” Ultra Varmint 
scope regularly. Oddly he never il- 
lustrated his excellent 2” 24X target 
scope used almost exclusively by 
bench resters. 

Acting on the suggestions from their 
membership, the Wilkes Barre, Pa. 
club decided to try some bench rest 
shooting with rifles restricted to ten 
pounds. It was these early trials that 
eventually spawned what is now our 
heavy varmint class.

HARDNESS TESTING OF 
CAST BULLET ALLOYS 


To ascertain accurate hardness of 
different mixtures of tin and lead that 
one makes up himself the following test 
was very carefully made to be used in 
the future as comparisons (these are 
NOT Brinell hardness tests but are very 
reliable, nonetheless) on my tin and lead 
mixtures. No antimony was used!
